A tm ospheric conditions In south 
crn Nevada, w h et* a steadily fall­

barom eter 
was 
noted,

w eather o ffic ia l here 
as the causa of the storm. While 
the storm shifted to tile southea*’, 
gales swept through the Cascade 
and Siskiyou m ountains, snow fell 
in the Sierras and winds of varying 
velocities up to 50 miles sn hour 
blew up the coast toward Canada.

The least we can say of the Five Year Plan of Soviet Russia

is that it IS a plan. The United States, on the contrary, has no 
i 
plan. It never has had a plan. 
It might have had planned 
prosperity. 
Instead, it has unplanned depression. 
That is what we said in these columns two months ago, only 
j 
to he condemned as Pro-Bolsheviks. 
Now we pick up a new 
book, called ‘‘Business Adrift," and this is what we read: 
"American business must exercise rational control, if cap­ 
italistic civilization is to endure." 
"Both political and business democracy are on trial." 
"The danger in our present situation lies 
not 
in 
radical 
propaganda, but in lack of effective business leadersliip." 
"Enforced unemployment, if it cannot be cured, will destroy 
capitalistic society." 
"Five million able-bodied men out of work constitute in them­ 
selves a serious breakdown of capitalism.” 
I his is precisely what has long been howled, in the public 
parks, by long-haired orators, with clenched fists, and fire in 
their eyes. 
But now it is all soberly pronounced by Wallace B. 
Donham, Dean of the Harvard Graduate 
School 
of 
Business 
Administration, a School endowed by George F. Baker, one of 
the wealthiest of capitalistic bankers. 
The Dean himself, by the 
way, was once a banker. 
This is encouraging. 
Many men besides wild-eyed radicals 
now see the necessity of deliberate public control of national 
economic growth. 
And deliberate public control, let us here repeat, demands a 
National Planning Board.
